HELP HOUSEWIFE 


Meet with Wheeler to 
Check Hoarding and 
\Cure Abuses.

Plans for safeguarding the table of the 
industrial worker, to prevent hoarding, 
and to correct numerous abuses were 
discussed yesterday at a meeting of re- 
tail grocers in the Defense building, pre- 
sided over by Harry A. Wheeler, federal 
food administrator of Illinois. 

Attention was called by Mr. Wheeler 
to the necessity of preventing waste of 
sugar, but its use for preserving is not 
to be interfered with. 

“ Some one its circulating a report that 
the government intends to inventory pri- 
vate stocks of preserves, canned goods, 
dried fruits and vegetables, etc., put up 
in homes, with the idea of commandeer- 
later,” Mr. Wheeler said. 
“Such talk is the work of propagan- 
dists who are trying to deter housewives 
from doing their usual preserving. 


Try to Reduce Costs. 

“ At the meeting we discussed meth- 
ods of carrying to the consumer advan- 
}tages that may be gained by the food 
administration. 
that may have grown out of compe- 
tition to see if it would not be possible 
to reduce costs. 

“Our discussions dealt entirely with 
staples; we are not worrying about the 
cost of luxuries. The retailers fecom- 
mend discontinuing the practice of of- 
fering an article of food for sale at a 
‘ow price on conditions that certain 
amounts of other goods be purchased. 
This is regarded as deception. 

“As a check on hoarding it was rec- 
ommended that dealers in food should 
be able to place a limit of quantities 
that can be bought by individuals. This 
way merchandise needed 
flexibility of the market. 


Wish to Drop Premiums. 
“The retailers also wish to drop the 
plan of giving premiums, Trading 
stamps probably come under this head. 
A list of commodities, the price of which 
is to be fixed, is to be brought In at the 
next meeting for action. The list will 
include only staples, such as are necessi- 
ties on a@ regulation table.

HE proportions for corn meal mush
